STORAGE RIGHTS DENIED 


BY SUPERVISORS 


Pasadena will get no water from 


the $25,000,000 San Gabriel dam if 
the opinion of Flood Control Counsel 
Roy Dowds, accepted by the board 
of supervisors Wednesday, prevails. 
' Chairman McClellan of the board 
sent a formal letter of polite refusal 
to the request of Pasadena city of- 
ficials that they be allowed. to rent 
space in the dam to store the water 
supply that Pasadena needs from 
the -San Gabriel river. 


The letter informed the Pasadena 


city directors that the board of sup- 
ervisors deeply sympathized with 
Pasadena's efforts to get water from 
the San Gabriel river, but that it 
could not legally enter into a con 
tract that would make the San Ga- 
briel lake a storage reservoir as well 
as a flood-control basin. 


Dowds's opinion, which was con- 


curred in by County Counsel Mat- 
toon, further stated that legislation 
devised to make the San Gabriel 
lake a storage reservoir would be 
illegal and probably would be suc- 
cessfully opposed in the courts.

Killed by Train 
at Baldwin Park 


The shocking death of Grover 


Martin, Jr., a former Covina youth, 
and o student at the Covina high 
school, occurred at the Covina hos- 
pital at 8:30 last Friday evening, 
just one hour after his limbs were 
severed from his body by the wheels 
of a rock train. The accident occur- 
red at the intersection of Main street 
and Covina boulevard in Baldwin 
Park. Martin, who was standing 
with a group of Baldwin Park and 
Covina boys on the corner of the 
new bank building, joined with the 
others in a sudden idea to jump the 
flat car that was used to carry rock 
and was passing thru the town. He 
reached the car and got on board. 
Noticing that his companions were 
not following, the lad attempted to 
jump off and fell under the wheels. 
Both limbs were severed, one bo- 
ing cut-twice in two. His brother 
and another boy sped for the father, 
who reached the hospital a few mo- 
ments before his death. 


Tile young man was born in Dinu- 


ba, the son of Mr. and Mrs. Grover 
Martin. He had reached his eigh- 
teenth birthday on the 25th of Feb- 
ruary. He was a promising boy, a so- 
phomore in high school. His family 
has liveTl in Covina off and on for 
several year£, the last time residing 
on Stanton's dairy ranch. Surviving 
are his father, step-mother and a 
brother, Jjiok. 


Funeral services were held Tues- 


day afternoon at 2 o'clock, at Tay- 
lor's undertaking parlors, Baldwin 
Park, by Rev. Frank Colville.

It was reported that the first roac 


thru Covina was established in 1771 
This road, which is the main boule- 
vard and was known for years as 
the San Bernardino road, was trav- 
eled by Bautista de Anza 'in enter- 
ing the San Gabriel valley from 
Mexico. De Anza traveled along the 
east side of the San Jacinto moun- 
tains, crossing at San Carlos pass, 
and used this same trail made by the 
mission fathers thru the valley. He 
made two trips, in 1774 and 1775, 
bringing in settlers and cattle. 


In 1819 the mission fathers estab- 


lished San Bernardino Assistercia 
rancho, south of the present city of 
San Bernardino, and passed thru Co- 
vina on this same road in going to 
and from the rancho between the 
years 1819 and 1S3-1. 


In 1826, Jedediah Strong Smith 


came down from Salt Lake City, 
crossed the Cajon pass, covering the 
same route thru the valley. Smith 
camped at Mud Springs, southwest 
of tlie present town of San Dimas 
This tract comprised six acres anc 
was located on what is now known 
as Cienega road, at the end of Ar- 
tesia avenue. Mud Springs was -ilso 
a station for the stage road and hac 
a hotel. It is remembered by the 
early settlers as far faek at 1877.

:atos that lemon production in this 
state is now at its peak. 
While 


;here may be a further increase in 
;he average yioia per acre due to 
the increased age of the trees, it is 
not likely to be large, and it will 
probably bo largely offset by a d«- 
irease in bearing acreage. 
Since 


1925 the trend of bearing acreage 
lias been downward, falling from 
44,270 acres in 1925 to 42,860 acres 
in 1928. This downward trend is 
likely to continue during the next 
few years at least, sin'ce the present 
non-bearing acreage amounts to loss 
than 2700 acres, which is not suffi- 
cient for normal replacements. It 
should not be expected, however, 
that this downward trend will be 
rapid. Decreases in the acreages of 
tree fruits take place slowly. 


Fortunately for the welfare of the 


entire lemon industry, the California 
Fruit Growers Exchange has been 
able to regulate shipments sufficient- 
ly to avoid extreme disaster in years 
of large crops. If all the lemons that 
were produced in this state during 
the two years of 1925-26 and 1926-27 
had been shipped, it would have re- 
sulted in a very much smaller gross 
return than was received.

Irrigation Urged 


for Walnut Crop! 


Rainfall 
deficiencies 
must 
be 


made up by irrigation between now 
and the last of March if best results 
are to be obtained, according to M 
H. Kimball, assistant farm advisor. 
Total rainfall for the season has 
been but little more than last year 
and the soils are generally dry. 


In heavy soils, around Whittier 


and Puente. where no winter irriga- 
tion has been applied, walnut groves 
are not moist below two and one-half 
or throe feet from rainfall. In me- 
dium loam soils, without winter irri- 
gation, moisture is not down over 
four feet from winter rains. In lighl 
loams and 'sandy soils, the rainfal 
has gone down as much as five feet 


Another factor in favor of irriga 


tion at the present time is that many 
walnut growers can get gravity wa 
ter now at 'cheaper cost or can gel 
water from irrigation districts dur 
ing this season without conflict with 
citrus growers. Many citrus growers 
will normally be irrigating in Apri" 
or May. 


THE FIGHT AGAINST TERMITES 


The people of California, accord- 


ing to statistics, are facing a real 
battle with the termite, sometimes 
called the white ant. The matter has 
been known for some years, but it 
looked so silly to get aroused over a 
mite of a bug that one can scarcely 
see, that the danger has heen ignor- 
ed. But it has been brot home to 
many places in the state during tho 
past two years when street trees 
were found destroyed even before it 
was known what caused their death. 
Buildings have collapsed before own- 
ers even suspected that the insidious 
pests were within a thousand miles 
of their property. 


Glendora has had a rude awaken- 


ing during the past ten clays, when 
several dwellings were discovered by 
accident to have their foundations 
literally eaten away. When it was 
discovered the ants were prevalent 
here, several owners had their places 
examined and some were found to 
be alive with the pests. No house is 
eife unless complete concrete foun- 
dations with sills and studding plac- 
ed off the ground are used. Several 
houses were found where the sills 
had been destroyed and the studding 
eaten six or more feet high from tho 
ground. 
The pests work under 


ground and so may be on a place 
for years before their presence is 
known. 


There is a spray of asphalt and 


gilsonite which is recommended by 
the government and the home own- 
ers should employ a carpenter to in- 
vestigate, as it may save their build- 
ings.-—Glendora Gleaner.

Boring From Underneath— 


Ever since the flood control bonds were voted, there has 


been a determined and unremitting drive from several under- 
cover sources to take the building of the San Gabriel canyon 
dam out of the hands of the board of supervisors. This drive 
is being revived again at the present time, after having met 
with defeat in the past. 


The city of Los Angeles has been led to believe by some 


of its officials that the San Gabriel dam will be a ready-made 
reservoir for Colorado river water in the event that such 
water is brot to Los Angeles. Another outfit of schemers 
who were not in favor of voting the bonds in the first place, 
and who have obstructed the building of the dam since its 
inception, is desirous of forming a separate flood control 
commission, handled and controlled entirely outside of the 
influence of the board of supervisors, and their reason for 
advocating this change is that they cannot control the pres- 
ent chief engineer. There are cities that would like to put 
the supervisors* out of control because these cities want to 
use the dam as a domestic water reservoir. There is legisla- 
tion before the state legislature at the present time, asking 
that the flood control act of 1915 be amended to make it 
possible to store water in flood control dams. 


The members of the board of supervisors know (and 


especially Chairman McClellan) that flood control and stor- 
age cannot be reconciled behind the same structure. Those 
who advocate making a reservoir of the San Gabriel dam 
know that this is a fact, also, but they are not at all con- 
cerned about the flood control features. They would destroy 
the flood control function and substitute storage, something 
for which the dam was never designed. The bonds voted 
were not so voted. They were voted for flood control. No 
storage of the character desired by cities is possible unless 
the flood control feature is abandoned. The San Gabriel dam 
is a conservation dam only incidental to its flocd control 
function. There must be flood control, or conservation will 
not take place. It will store water caught behind the dam in 
the late spring and summer, but cannot be used to store 
great quantities of water to be available the year around 
for domestic purposes. These are plain facts that certain 
groups insist upon ignoring. 


It may be that another bitter fight is in the making. It 


looks like it. The people, if they want flood control, must 
stay with the board of supervisors, regardless of all the 
propaganda that is being perniciously and constantly dis- 
seminated. If the flood control district gets out of the hands 
of the board of supervisors, we, of the San Gabriel valley, 
are sunk, so far as flood control is concerned. 


There is no way in which flood control can be treated as 


a separate operation from that of the general county busi- 
ness. Flood control is linked and tangled up with highway 
construction, bridge building, harbor development, and main- 
tenance taxation. Making a separated district with a new 
set of commissioners means another political subdivision, 
with another set of politicians in control, appointed for poli- 
tical purposes, and dominated by political engineers. 


The water users and citizens in general in the San Gab- 


riel valley will do well to watch out. Unless these schemers 
are stepped on hard, we may see the San Gabriel dam held 
up again for an indefinite period.
